Gipson says some medical conditions can mimic 
panic attack, such as thyroid disorders, and cardiac 
orrhythmitts, where there, may be a physi^ disorder of 
the mechanism that controls the heart rote. "So they 
really should be evaluated to get a medical clearance 
first and that can be done by a family practitioner, 
internist or a psychiatrist." he savs. 

Twin Falls psychiatrist. Dr. Randall Sullivan agrees 
that there should be a careful medical evaluation.
